4. The drawings are objected to because all block circuitry must be labeled in compliance 
with rules 83(a) and 84(o). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant describes 
(in the abstract, the specification, and the claims) his subfields as one number thereof having a 
"different' on-period. That term does not seem accurate in its context (nor is explained how an 
on-period differs from another; different from what is not specified). Applicant likely intended 
to describe in some manner a variable on-period, which more clearly indicates that the on-time 
of the second group differs from the on-time period of the first and/or differs among its 
component fields. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McKnight (cited and provided by applicant). 

The matrix display system of McKnight (noting particularly Figs. 4A- 5B), which could 
be LED-type or of any known kind (col. 12 lines 15-32) involves subfield coding to achieve 
higher quality display by applying gray scale values to the picture elements spanning 256 values 
(i.e. 2 8 levels: col. 10 lines 21-28). A first group of subframes (i.e. fields or subfields) are 
characterized by exhibiting a fixed duration and a variable on-period, whereas a second group of 
subframes is presented at a fixed duration and a fixed on-time period (col. 1 lines 40-57). The 
determination is made by an inherent controlling component, the processing stages shown in 
flow charts of Figs. 4D and 5B). 

Although "large-screen" display is not specifically disclosed, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the improved gray-scale matrix display to any size 
display device to thereby enable improved viewing to an extended body of available devices, 
particularly in view of the fact that McKnight does not limit his matrix display devices to a 
specific group but allows for any type, giving an open-ended statement therefor (noting again 
col. 12 lines 15-32), thereby meeting claims 1, 7 and 8.

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As for claim 2, as shown in the comparison between Figs. 4A - 4C, the least significant 
bits are used to vary the duration time (note further col. 8 lines 23-42 discussing frame group 
designations based on LSBs and MSBs). 

As for claim 3, col. 14 line 33+ discusses the condition of a sub frame group being based 
on significant bit counts, and that a duration of a subframe sequence being a function of a power 
of two. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

8. Claims 4-6 appear allowable over the prior art.
